All stock (except Bulbs, Roses and Perennial 
flowers), if planted by us and paid for promptly, is 
guaranteed to start to grow during the growing 
season immediately following the planting thereof. 
Stock which dies during the first growing season 
will be replaced for one-half of the original price 
plus planting cost, if there is no evidence of neglect 
and provided the variety is available. If variety is 
not available, credit will be given on other plants 
of the purchaser’s selection.
